To be a successful 
turkey-hunter one must thoroughly un- 
derstand the haunts and habits of the 
bird. Lightness of foot and keenness of 
vision are indispensible. 
With many 


varieties of game fowl a close imitation 
of the call of the bird is frequently a 
great assistant.

There are very rare and exceptional in- 
stances where persons have the gift of 
imitating with wonderful precision aud 
exactness the cries of these birds by tbe 
voice alone.

While stalking these birds is probably 
tbe fairest way of killing them, "calling," 
where birds are moderately abundant, is 
the method which requires the greatest 
display of skill, and keeps the nerves of 
tbe hunter at a greater tension. Even 
moose "calling" is not more exciting.

THE CLASSICS AT HAEVAED. 


Last fall, when the changes from pr 


scribed to elective studies were made io 
the freshman course, conservative peo> 
pie throughout the country predicted 
that this would be the death blow to 
classics at Harvard. The same thing was 
predicted in 1841, when Greek and Latin 
were made elective, after the freshman 
year. In both cases these predictions 
are proved to be false. 


This can be no better sho.vn then by 


quoting from the Deaa's last 
report. 


After all these years, with Greek and 
Latin elective in the three upper classes, 
if the classics were to perish it would 
have been shown by this time. 
Ey the 


same report, the falsity of the o en- 
heard statement that under an elective 
system, "soft" courses are usually chosen 
is proved. 


In this report it is seen tint out of 


1,000 college students 521 attend the hi, - 
tory courses, ^54 "Uunl history, 357 
ph'losophy, 324 political economy, 229 
Greek, 203 L^tia, English and German, 
19-t each ; French, 189 ; fine arts, 181 ; 
chemistry, 174. 


It will be sa i by this that English 


and French, which are much easier 
courses than Greek and Latin, are still 
less popular. Such cojrs^s as history, 
and political economy, which are very 
difficult, are the fullest courses in col- 
lege. 


The s-me thing is shown in the fresh- 


man class. Instead of being neglected, 
the classics aud mathematics are the best 
attended freshman courses. 
In a class of 


250 students 196 take Latin, 168 Greek, 
141 mathematics. The number of fresh- 
men who take all the studies is 83. 


This choice of mathematics and clas- 


sics in preference to easier courses is due 
to the counsel of their former teachers, 
which the freshmen are strongly advised 
to follow.—Boston Journal.

On the nortbest shores of Asia corn

On the 
eastern shores of America the northern 
limit of its growth is 50 degrees, and on 
the western shores it reaches about 57 
degrees, while in the intermediate coun- 
try it is known to go as far as 65 degrees. 
The fret that it thrives farther north in 
the interior of continents than on the 
shores is thought by M. Buysman to be 
due not alone to the cooling influence of 
ice accumulations on the coasts but to 
depend largely on the greater amount of 
sunlight received in the dry regions far 
from the oceans. In Norway corn grows 
in latitude 70 degrees, the climate being 
not only warmed by proximity to the Gulf 
Stream, but the skies being very clear as 
well.

He must be a man of tact, 


judgment and an even temper—posses- 
sing the knack of coming if need be, to a 
swift nnd sound decision upon the spur cf 
the mo'iient. 
A professional or business 


man, ot good social standing in the lo- 
cality, ought, as a rule, to be invited to 
take tin chair. He will at once give an 
air of substantiality to tbe committee, 
stamping it with tbe sign and seal of 
worth. 
Often enough the success of a 


movement or of a society has- been se- 
cured fortwith because a certain parti- 
cular man has consent d to head it. And 
on the othar hand many a committe has 
failed to make the slightest headway

Though this may not 


indicate a very cheerful state of things, 
it is nevertheless a common experience. 
A committee or society having been es- 
tablished, and its chairman appointed, it 
becomes incumbent upon the latter to at- 
tend the meetings with unfailing regu- 
larity. For his own comfort and con- 
venience he will do so, since it must he 
obvious that the moment he "loses touch1' 
with the affairs of the committee he then 
and there labors under a distinct disad- 
vantage, and his usefulness, moreover, is 
diminished.

Nevertheless, argues the Scientific Amer- 
ican, he has an actual capital equivalent, 
if rightly used, to a safe investment of 
from $5,000 to $10,000—capital that he 
may increase or dimlaish, throw away or 
multiply indefinitely, just as he chooses, 
just as readily and as surely as the aver- 
age business man can squander or increase 
an equal sum invested in trade. 


Ten thousand dollars in United States 


3 per cents (now quoted above par, and 
accordingly reckoned by investors as de- 
sirable as well as safe) yield'$300 a year, 
or, omitting Sundays and holidays, $1 a 
day. 
That is the amount earned by our 


young laborer. 
It is fair therefore, to 


reckon his rude strength and intelligence, 
sufficient for simple labor, as worth as 
much to him as $10,000 in Government 
3 per cent, bonds, and it is actually worth 
more to him than that amount of invest- 
ed money would be if coupled with ina- 
bility to earn bis living by the use of his 
hands. 


What intelligent young laborer would 


sell his two hands for $10,000» 
Or 


would, for that relatively small sum, ex- 
change his vigorous bodily frame for the 
body of a paralytic * Youth, health, and 
a capacity to do are elements of a work- 
ing capital that many a millionaire woulc 
be glad to swap his millions for. 


But these are not all the productive 


elements of a young workman's capita 
though they are elements which too many 
squander without ever estimating theii 
value until they are gone. Wages si 
small as $1 a day presuppose very littli 
intelligence, very little skill, and no grea 
responsibility. These, for wage-earnin] 
purposes, are factors of higher value ; anc 
the worker who adds them to bis capita 
will soon find its 
productive 
valu 


doubled, tripled, possibly multiplied many 
fold. 
And it is always possible for the 


young worker thus to increase his capita 
by adding to his knowledge and skill, anc 
still more by proving his fitness for posi 
tions of trust and responsibility. 


A larger knowledge of mechanics, fine 


workmanship, the ability to handle nev 
tools, or the acquisition of a new art 
which any young mechanic may gain by 
the improvement of a winter's evening 
may easily add a dollar to his daily wa 
and accordingly may be counted as nd 
ding another ten thousand to his investe 
capital. 


Since wages measure the worth rathe 


than the severity of one's labors, am 
nothing adds so much to the worth o 
labor as intelligence, skill, and trustwor 
thiness, it usually happens that the bes 
paid labor is not the severest or most ex 
hausting 
Indeed, it often happens tha 


a man's trusty character is by far th 
most valuable, because the most produc 
live, part of his working capital earn in 
him $2, $5 or $10, where his physica 
capacity to toil would not bring mor 
than $1 


In viow of thoeo obviouj facto, it ma 


not be impertinent in us, at this season 
to suggest to our readers—those espec 
ially who are beginning life as mechanic 
—that it is a good time to look to the! 
invested capital, to sae what it amount 
to, bow it is invested, and how it can 
best be protected and increased.

Upon his death in 1880 
ic left the control of the institution and 
of the funds bequeathed for its establish- 
ment and support in the bands of thirteen 
trustees. The purpose of the instituWodf 
as expressed by its founder, said Dr. 
J aroes C. Rhodes, itspresidcnt, yesterday, 
is to offer to women all the advantages of 
a college education, and to fit such of 
them as desire it to be teachers of the 
ligher blanches. The idea is to give in 
the preparatory schools all the training 
and drill neceksary to educate the pupil 
to the point where she may be competent 
to pass the matriculation examination, 
which will be of the accepted 
college 


standard. 
Unlike Vassar, there will be 


no preparatory school attached to the 
Bryn Mawr College 
'The course of 


studies,' continued Dr. Rhodes, 'is to be 
similar to that pursued at the Johns Hop- 
kins University, the studies being classi- 
fied into groups and made to a great ex- 
tent elective 
The faculties have been 


chosen with the end in view of having in 
each department the best specialist to be 
obtained in each particular branch. All 
the clmirs are filled, \vith the exception 
of one, of languages. Particular atten- 
tion will we paid to the physical training 
of the pupils, and the gymnasium, which 
is the largest one for women in the coun- 
try, will be furnished and conducted on 
the plan carried out by Professor George 
Sargent at Harvard. 
It will be under the 


charge of Miss Caralyn C. Ladd. 


The 
principal building at 
present 


standing is Taylor Hall, named after the 
founder, which contains, in every conven- 
ient form, laboratories, libraries, recita- 
tion rooms, lecture rooms, offices for tlie 
president and his staff and a large assem- 
bly room. Built of Port Deposit stone, 
150 feet long and thiee stories high, this 
structure offers ample accommodations 
for the purposes for which it was intended. 
The first story is laid upon brick arches 
and is fireproof. Merion Hall, which is 
to be used as the home of the students, is 
160 feet long, three stories high and will 
accommodate fifty pupils. The arrange- 
ments for the personal comfort of the 
students are .admirable. Three commu- 
nicating rooms will be given to every 
two. The centre room will be used for 
study, and those on eitner side as bed 
chambers. 
The devices for ventilation 


in the institution are perfect and calcu- 
lated to give every hjcienic advantage. 
In addition to Merion Hall there will be 
cottages erected on the grounds capable 
of giving quarters to twenty more resi- 
dents. 
In is the design of the trustees

further residences for the 


students as the demands of the college re- 
quire them The gymnasium is thoroughly 
appointed, and is to be furnished with the 
same perfect apparatus at present to be 
seen in the New York Athletic Club. 
There is a complete system of water sup 
ply, a boiler-house built on the premises, 
containing a pump that will furnish a 
sufficient supply to all the buildings. The 
boiler bouse also heats the gymnasium 
and Merion Hall

Royal visits to Ireland have been rnoro 


frequent during the present reign than in 
any previous period in the liter history of 
the island. 
George IV. went to Dublin 


on the llth of August, 1821, and stiyed 
till the 16th of September. 
That w,ts the 


first royal visit for a couple of genera- 
tions. The next was made by the Queen 
herself, who has now been throe times in 
Ireland. 
Her first visit was in August, 


1849, when the Queen, the Piince Con- 
sort, and their children inide a tour, md 
a court'was held at Dublin Castle. 
The 


nest visit was in August, 1853, when the 
great Industrial Exhibition was being 
held in Dublin. The last time the Queen 
was in the Irish capital was iu August, 
1861, when she and Prince Albert spent 
the last week of that month in the sister 
island. 
The prince of Wales had been in 


Ireland at the end of the previous June. 
He was ther<s again to open the Dublin 
Internation Exhibition in May, 1805. 
Three years later, in April, 1808, the 
Prince and Princess of Wales paid a visit 
to Ireland, and were received in Dublin 
on the 15th of April with a remarkable 
outburst of enthusiasm. The last visit 
of the Prince of Wales was at the opening 
of the Royal Agricultural Exhibition on 
Aug., 1,1871.

INDIA. 


THE ORADI ALESTRANOEMI.NT ISETWEEN 


THE NA riVtri.AND THE KNULIHil. 


The account given me by the oldest 


and best informed of my Dative acquaint- 
ance (and I am not talking hero of Ben- 
gali demagogues, but of men holding it 
may be or who have held liigli oflu es un- 
der Government and deservedly trusted 
by it) of tin' gradual estrangement which 
has come about within their recollection 
between tin msclves and the English in 
India, is most instructive. In the days, 
they say, ol their youth, thirty and forty 
years ago, though they were always among 
the company's officers men who from their 
abuse of power were disliked and justly 
feared, the general feeling of the natives 
toward the English civilian was one of 
respect and even of affection. 
The In- 


dian character is affectionate, enthusias- 
tic, and inclined to hero worship; and 
the English in early days, from their su- 
perior kao\. ledge and strength of char- 
acter, exercised no little fascination on 
the native mind. Nefrly all of the older 
men talk w ith reverence and esteem of 
certain tern hers who instructed them in 
youth, and of certain early patrons to 
whom they owned their success in 
life, and they willingly acknowledge 
influence exercised over themselves and 
their generation by such individual ex- 
ample. The English official of that day, 
they affirm, bad more power than now, 
but he exercised it with a greater sense 
of responsibility, and so of honor in its 
discharge. He took pains to know the 
people; and, in fact, he knew them well. 
]>.cept in tho very highest ranks of the 
service he was readily accessible. 
He 


lived to a great extent among the people. 
He did not disdain to make friends with 
those of the better class, and occasionally 
he married among them, or at least con- 
tracted icmi>matrimonial relations with 
the women of the land. 
This may have 


had its ill consequences in other ways, 
but It broke down the hedge of cast prej- 
udice between East and West, and gave 
the official a personal interest in the peo- 
ple, which no mere sense of duty ^however 
elevated, could supply. The Englishman 
of that dav looked upon India not un- 
frequontly us his second home, and taking 
the evil with the good, treated it as such. 
England could only ba reached by the 
Cape route 
Traveling was tedious and 


expensive, the mails few and fur between, 
and rrany » retired officer had at the end 
of hit service become so wedded to the 
land of his adoption that ho ended his 
days in it in preference to embarking on 
• new expatriation. It is easy to under- 
stand from this that the Anglo-Indian 
official of the company's days loved India 
in a way no Queen's official dreams of 
doing now 
Also that, loving it, he 


served it b< tier than now, and was better 
loved in relaTo.—Fortnit/litly Revinv.

I here ever since Cheyenne 


promised to bt the great metropolis of the 
Kocky Mountain region in the early days 
of the Union Pacific, and of the army 
people constantly stationed at that mili- 
tary post.
